IMPORTANT ARRANGEMENT. 


The Foreign Office. forwards the following 
statement for publication :'— . 

After prolonged negotiations, arrangements 
have been arrived at with Messrs. Armour and 
Co.. Swift and Co.; Morris and Co., the 
(4. H. Hammond Co., the Sulzberger and 
Sons Col, and the Cudahy Packing Co., in con- 
nection with the shipment of packing-house 
products from the United States of America 
to neutral European countries. ‘These negotia- 
tions commenced more than a year ago, an 
were broken off: last summer, as satisfactory 
terms of settlement could not then be ‘agreed 
upon. At the request of the above companies, 
supported by the Government of the United 
States of America, the negotiations were re- 
opened! last January, when Mr. Chandler P. 
Anderson, Jate Legal Adviser to the American 
State Department, and Mr, Lloyd C. Griscom, 
late United States of America Ambassador in 
Rome, came to this country to represent the 
above packers, other than the Cudahy Com- 
pany, who were represented by British solict- 
tors, atid, in the result, terms of settlement 
were arranged. The settlement finally dis- 
posed of the claims of the above companies 
in respect of all goods seized and detained as 
prize. The settlement, however, does not in 
any way prejudice the decision of Sir Samuel 
Evans,, given last September, whereby the 
bulk of the cargoes of the steamships Arn, 
Fridland, Alfred Noble, and Bjornsterne 
Bjornson were condemned as prize, and the 
appeals by the packers to the Privy Council 
in these cases against the above decision are 
now withdrawn. The whole proceeds of these 
goods will, therefore, remain to the credit of 
the prize fund, which is further augmented by 
a substantial part of the proceeds of other 
packers’ goods which were the subject of 
proceedings pending in the prize courts. The 
settlement’ further provides that His Majesty's 
Government, in consideration’ of a sum of 
money paid to the packers, shall regulate the 
entire shipment by the packers, of all packing- 
house products to neutral European countries 
during the continuation of the war. The 
Government consider this provision to be of 
importance, 


GREEK SACKS 
INCIDENT. 


STATEMENT BY THE 
PREMIER. 
(REUTER’S TELEGRAMN.) 
ATHENS, Sonpay. 

M. Skouloudis, in the course of his state- 
fhent in Parliament yesterday regarding the 
‘‘ sacks’ incident; said that the wheat which 
the Government had. ordered from Bulgaria 
was’ coming so slowly that M. Passaroff 
asked for permission to send flonr instead, 
and, when this was granted, applied for 
sacks in which to transport the flour. The 
reply was that Greece had not got the sacks 
at its disposal. The Premier continued— 
With iregard to the question of the sacks 
requisitioned at Salonika, which the Russian 
Legation here declares were exported to Bul- 
garia,, the following are the facts :—Last 
October the Russian Legation asked leave to 
export to Rudsia sixty thousand sacks which 
were at Salonika. On objection being raised 
that the sacks could not be spared, the Lega- 
tion replied that it would replace the sacks by 
others which 1t would get from abroad. Per- 
ntission was then given, but the export of the 
sacks was interrupted owing to the declara- 
tion of war by the Allies against Bulgaria. 
The result was that they were left in the 
warehouses belonging to the bank, under the 
name of M. Perlinghis. Ninety-one bundles of 
sacks, eighty-three' of which contained 
37,775 sacks, were requisitioned by the mili- 
tary authorities. The rest of the sacks were 
burned in the fire occasioned by the German 
Zeppelin raid. So far the official information 
in poskession of the Hellenic authorities agrees 
with that of the Russian Legation. The 
Legation makes out that after this the Greek 
Government, having negotiated last November 
with Bulgaria for a supply of wheat, agreed 
to prévide trucks for its transport. The Lega- 
‘tion believes that the sacks which had been 
requisitioned were sent to Bulgaria for trans- 
port of wheat, but that they were kept by Bul- 
garia for military purposes. The Russian Lega- 
tion protested in a Note, dated February 18th, 
against the alleged export of the sacks in 
spite of. prohibitions against exports. ‘he 
Legation added that the exports were carried 
out by the employés of the National Bank, 
and the sacks were sent from the warehouses 
of the bank’s Salonika branch, to which they 
had been transported after they had been re- 
quisitioned. In view of these statements in- 
quiry was made of the Army Service Corps as 
to what use had been made of the 57,775 sacks 
which had been requisitiored. The reply was 
received that part of the sacks had been used 
for the needs of the general sapply centre at 
Salonika, that. the rest’ had been sent to the 
main dépét at the Piraeus, and that 18,400 
more sacks which .were at the time in the 
warehouses of the Eastern Bank, and which 
belonged to the Brothers Molho, had been 
similarly requisitioned for the needs of the 
Army. 

Having pointed out that nó export of sacks 
to Bulgaria had taken place, the Premier 
said—Moreover, the watch kept by the 
Greek Inspector at Salonika, in co-operation 
with the British daoin according to the 
Special Convention which has been made with 
Great Britain on the subject, guarantees the 
impéssibility of seeret export, above all to 
Bulgaria. .

IS VILLA DEAD? 


(REUTER'S TELEGRAM.)

A telegram from Mexico City states that 
the Mexican’ War Department has been in- 
formed that Carlos Carranza, nephew of 
General Carranza, has , discovered General 
Villa’s body, and is taking it to Chihuahua. A 
report states that General Villa died at 
Cusihuirachie following an amputation, but the 
Mexican Minister of War, General Obregon, 
has not yet received verification of this 
rumour. 

The truth of the report that General Villa 
is dead will not be known definitely until 
the body reaches Chihuahua City, where 
there are scores who knew the bandit per- 
sonally.

IRELAND. 


TRISH ACTORS’ AND 
COMMENTATORS. 


Last night the Shakespeare Tercentenary was 
commemorated by the members of the National 
literary Sdciety of Ireland, when a lecture was 
delivered in the Hall, 6 St. Stephen’s Green, by 
Professor William Magennis, M.A. on “Shakes- 
peares Debt to Irishmen.” Dr. George Sigerson, 
the wD mean e occupied the chair. 

Professor Magennis said the title of his lecture

by it. But Shakespeare had never been in Ireland 
so far as they were aware, As a dramatist he 
might have been dependent on other writers, either 
for his models or materials, bu knew that 
his principal model was Marlowe, and Marlowe 
was not an Irishman, and Shakespeare’s materials 
were largely from the historical works of Holings- 
hede or ihe English translations of Piutarch’s Lives 
or the English translations of Ltalian writers, 
whilst there was a French author to whom he 
owed the materials for “ Hamlet,” but they did not 
fi anywhere that he was indebted, as in the 
f nser, to Irish materials. There was 
one point on which Shakespeare owed a debt to 
Ireland, and that was in the work of Shakespearean 
criticism emanating from Irish brains. ‘(Hear, 
hear.) Shakespeare laboured io provide plays for 
the company of actors of which he was a member, 
so that in the first place his drama existed as so 
much copy for the members of his caste. Mach 
wit had been expended in trying to set right the 
text of Shakespeare. The first collection of 
Shakespeare s works was published five years after 
his death, and there were many discrépancies be- 
tween the various editions which followed, and 
there was consequently good and solid reason for 
editing the Shakespearean texts. The lecturer pro- 
ceeded to refer to the works of Irish Shakespearean 
commentators, such as Malone, the 
of Goldsmith, Burke, and Johnson. 
Ingram, Professor Dowden, ahd Professor Trench— 
paying @ tribute to the latter’s masterly treatise 
on amlet. He said it was remarkable that 
all the men he had. mentioned were graduates of 
Trinity College. here were also great actors of 
Irish nationality who were able to make Shakes 
ry plays come out of the libaries and influence 
ha lives of the people. These men were not mepe 
echoes of the voice of Shakespeare, but were them- 
selves contributing to the interpretation of the 
plays, and to them belonged something of the glory 
which the popular mind too readily ascribed solely 
to the dramatist. Proceeding, the lecturer grave a 
brief sketch of several of the great Irish. Shakes 
pearean actors, including. Wilkes and Quinn, both 
of whom were remarkable for their stately decla- 
mation. <A portrait of Quinn by Gainsborough 
showed him to be a man of somewhat similar pro- 
portions to Barry Sullivan. Garrick an his 
work in the Crowe street Theatre, Dublin, which 
was the training ground for the great actors of the 
day. No eat actor appeared in London 
until he had been tried and tested and thoroughly

POWER FROM PEAT. 


References to Ireland's source of power in 
and the possible extension in the use of the fu 
in producer-gas plants, were last evening 
at the lecture given under the auspices of the 
Engineering Society at the Royal College of Science 
by Mr. H. V. Senior, of Lincoln, upon ' develop- 
ment of the suction-gas producer. The lecturer 
said that the conservation of Great Britain’s coal 
resources was a matter of national importance. 
Heat and power were the heart of industry, and 
in endeavours to capture German trade no means 
of reducing the cost of power, and therefore of 
production, should be lost sight of. Germany had 
done a great deal in the development of econo- 
mical prime movers, and had gas engines of thou- 
sands of horse-power, but could net claim the 
same credit as Great Britain in the development 
of the suction-gas producer i 

Mr. Home (National Gae Engine Co.), in the 
discussion of the paper, contended that as three 
times the bulk of peat was needed to replace 
coal to give the same power, there was therefore 
no economy in the use of peat. There should be 
reat possibilities if Industries using gas produced 
rom peat were established adjacent to the bogs, 
and transport of the fuel was unnecessary. 

Mr. John Holliday (Messrs, A. Guinness, Son, 
and Co.) said that Ireland had enough fuel avail- 
able to make her independent of imported coal 
for the continuance of her industries. 

Mr. P. C. Cowan, who presided, remarked that 
Messrs. Robb, of Portadown, had been using a 
Crossley producer with peat successfaily for several 


Mr, Senior, replying, eaid that he.could not 
claim that the use of peat had developed in Ire- 
land to the extent it had in many countries. Ho 
had seen ten or twelve producers using peat in 
Germany, six in Denmark, and ope in Llaly, and 
they had beén successful.
